Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present 
their  report  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  10  fire  alarm  calls  and  23 
still  alarms. 

The  total  loss  by  fire,  as  estimated  by  the  Board,  was 
$5,350. 

During  the  year  1,650  feet  of  hose  was  purchased,  as  per 
vote  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  at  a cost  of  $891.  The 
Protecting  Society  wagon  was  again  placed  in  commission, 
and  blankets  purchased  for  same,  at  a cost  of  $210. 

We  recommend  that  a new  fire  station  be  erected  for  all 
centrally  located  apparatus. 

We  also  recommend  that  $2,600  be  appropriated  this  year.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


TJie  hoard  organized  with  the  choice  of  Charles  P.  Maxfield 
as  chairman  and  John  1.  Bryant  as  clerk. 

IMiss  Lillian  II.  Simas  was  chosen  as  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

As  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  held  March  2nd,  1914, 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  plotting  the  town,  the  same  was  placed  in  this  year’s 
tax  levy.  Mr.  F.  M.  Metcalf,  C.  E.,  was  selected  by  the 
Assessors  to  have  charge  of  the  work,  that  part  of  the  town 
north  of  Church  to  Spring  Streets,  and  from  Rotch  Street 
to  the  east  line  of  the  Acushnet  river,  to  be  completed  this 
year. 

As  voted  by  the  town  at  its  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  Fairhaven’s 
part  of  the  rhaintenance  of  the  bridge,  for  the  year  1912-13, 
imoimting  to  $1,759.76  was  paid  an  placed  in  the  tax  levy 
1914. 

The  Selectmen  as  authorized,  sold  and  delivered  deed  of 
conveyance  in  the  name  of  the  town,  the  Schoolhouse  lot 
known  as  the  Grammer  School  lot  on  Center  Street,  to  Ella 
Greenleaf.  Amount  received  from  sale  ($1,000.00),  the  same 
was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Incidental  Account. 

As  there  had  been  many  complaints  about  the  Street  Liglits 
not  being  lighted  when  necessary  about  the  town,  the  Select- 
men in  order  to  control  and  have  our  street  lighting  more 
satisfactory,  have  had  installed  in  Town  Hall  building,  the 
required  apparatus  for  control ing  the  lights.  The  New  Bed- 
ford Gas  & Edison  Light  Co.  went  to  considerable  expense 
changing  the  same  from  Wilson’s  Store  to  present  location. 
The  switch  boards  and  system  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
janitor  of  the  building. 
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As  the  town  voted  at  annual  Town  Meeting  to  reserve  a 
part  of  tlie  Town  Farm  at  the  north  end  east  side  of  Main 
Street  for  park  purposes.  The  Selectmen  have  had  surveyed 
and  proper  bound  stones  placed  at  each  corer  of  said  layout. 
About  12  acres  are  by  this  survey  reserved  for  park  purposes. 

As  it  was  voted  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  to  enlarge  the 
present  school  building  at  Oxford,  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creasing number  of  children  in  that  district,  and  as  the 
Selectmen  and  School  Committee  were  elected  as  a committee 
CO  have  charge  of  the  construction,  and  other  matters  opper- 
taining  to  same.  The  committee  have  attended  to  their  duties 
and  respectfully  make  the  following  report.  It  was  decided 
to  enlarge  the  present  building,  by  an  addition  making  the 
building  large  enougli  to  have  eight  school  rooms  instead  of 
four  as  formerly,  by  doing  this  it  will  accommodate  the  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils  in  that  district  for  several  years. 
In  increasing  the  size  of  the  building  and  also  to  conform  to 
the  state  laws  regarding  the  sanitary  and  fire  protection  con- 
ditions many  bills  were  contracted  that  caused  the  expense  of 
conforming  to  said  laws  much  larger  tlian  anticipated.  As 
there  has  l^een  much  discussion  in  Town  Meetings  and  as  the 
citizens  at  the  north  end  have  often  expressed  a desire  to  have 
a fire  alarm  bell  at  their  end  of  the  town,  the  committee 
after  consideration  decided  to  have  installed  the  fire  alarm 
bell  at  the  present  time,  as  it  could  be  placed  in  position  at 
less  expense  before  the  tower  was  completed,  and  there  was 
an  opportunity  to  purchase  the  historic  bell,  known  as  the 
Plioenix  Hall  Bell,  at  a very  low  figure,  induced  the  com- 
mittee to  act  upon  same.  The  assistance  of  Clifton  A. 
Hacker,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  in  buying  the  bell 
and  in  other  ways  helping  to  connect  the  system  with  the  Fire 
Alarm,  saved  the  tovm  many  expenses  in  installing  same. 
When  completed  the  Schoolhouse  will  be  an  up-to-date  mod- 
ern building  in  every  respect.  In  accordance  with  the  vote 
passed  at  annual  Town  Meeting,  for  payment  of  bills  con- 
tracted on  said  building,  the  Town  Treasurer  by  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  negotiated  a loan  to  the  amount  of  twenty- 
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eight  thousand  dollars,  with  the  New  Bedford  Institution  of 
Savings,  to  be  paid  by  serial  notes,  last  note  coming  due  in 
the  year  1934. 

As  the  town  at  the  present  time  was  not  in  possession  of 
any  public  landing  place  on  the  water  front,  and  as  the  old 
pier  formerly  used  as  part  of  the  bridge,  could  be  obtained 
by  the  town  for  such  purposes.  The  Selectmen,  after  the  con- 
sent of  the  federal  government  was  obtained,  had  presented 
to  the  State  Legislature  a bill  authorizing  the  town  to  take, 
hold  and  use  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  a wharf  or  free 
public  landing  place,  together  with  so  much  of  the  public 
highway  leading  thereto  as  the  Selectmen  of  said  town  may 
determine  to  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  use  in  connection 
with  said  public  landing. 

The  act  as  asked  for  was  granted  by  the  Legislature,  with 
the  following  proviso,  that  the  Town,  Avithin  one  year, 
approve  the  same  in  a legal  Town  meeting,  after  its  passage. 
The  Act  was  submitted  lo  the  voters  at  special  Town 
meeting  held  July  31,  1914,  and  was  accepted  by  a majority 
of  the  voters  present. 

The  Selectmen  consider  the  taking  over  or  purchasing  by 
the  Town,  the  water  supply  plant,  from  the  FairhaA^en  Water 
Company;  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  and  one  that 
recpiires  deliberate  action  at  the  present  time  in  order  that 
the  Selectmen  can  act  upon  the  question  intelligently  and  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  ToAAm,  they  decided  to  have  an 
expert  to  look  the  plant  over.  Mr.  Bryant  recommended  Mr. 
Maybury  of  Braintree,  a Avell-known  expert  on  such  matters. 
Mr.  Maybury  has  made  an  investigation  and  agreed  to  report 
upon  the  matter  as  soon  as  possible.  As  it  was  necessary  for 
Mr.  Maybury  to  knoAV  the  lengths  of  water  pipes  laid  in  the 
highways  for  the  water  supply,  Mr.  Bryant,  by  request,  and 
to  assist  him  as  much  as  possible,  measured  the  same  Avith 
assistance.  The  Selectmen  are  anxious  to  have  the  Avater 
fpiestion  settled,  and  expcet  to  be  able  to  present  their  report 
upon  the  matter  at  a very  early  date. 
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As  the  price  of  gas  furnished  the  Town  by  the  New  Bed- 
ford Gas  & Edison  Lighting  Co.  has  been  the  snl)ject  of  much 
discussion,  the  Selectmen,  after  consideration,  knowing  the 
original  contract  price  of  same,  interviewed  the  president 
of  the  company,  and  as  a result  the  Gas  Company  agreed  to 
reduce  the  price  ten  cents  per  one  thousand  feet,  for  the 
present.  Later,  as  the  consumption  increases,  there  is  liable 
to  be  another  reduction. 

At  special  Town  meeting  held  Dec.  12,  1914,  it  was  voted 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,850.12  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
Fairhaveirs  share  to  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  for  re- 
constructing the  Coggeshall  street  bridge,  to  be  paid  for  by 
notes  of  the  Town.  The  Treasurer,  by  ap])roval  of  the 
Selectmen,  negotiated  a loan  for  the  amount  recpiired  of 
the  New  Bedford  Institution  for  Savngs,  to  be  paid  by  serial 
notes,  the  last  note  coming  due  in  the  year  1919. 

At  the  special  Town  meeting  held  April  28,  1918,  the 
citizens  unanimously  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  II.  Rogers : 

I give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  the  State 
of  JMassachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
(100,000) -Dollars,  in  trust,  hoAvever,  as  a permanent  endow- 
ment fund,  and  I direct  that  the  income  thereof  be  applied 
between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  will  the  man- 
agement of  said  Trust  fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  submit 
the  following  statement:

Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913,  $100,000.  Deposited  same  in  Fair- 
haven National  Bank  at  2%  interest.

The  Selectmen  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  the  To^vn  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town, 
especially  at  the  present  time.  As  our  Town  debt  has  in- 
creased over  $24,000  in  the  past  year,  and  our  debt  and 
interest  account  has  increased  $3,335.23,  all  of  which  are 
fixed  charges  against  the  Town  and  must  be  paid ; as  the 
State  and  County  taxes  are  increasing,  and  the  passing  of 
laws  by  the  State  Legislature  making  the  Town  liable  for 
the  support  of  an  increasing  number  which  formerly  were 
self-supporting  and  could  now  but  are  not  allowed  to,  owing 
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to  the  age-limit  laws,  and  the  pension  acts  passed  for  widows’ 
support.  The  Board  most  earnestly  requests  the  citizens  to 
investigate  the  question  and  act  upon  same  as  a business 
matter,  at  our  annual  Town  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 


Charles  P.  Maxfield  acted  as  Superintendent  of  Streets  and 
as  Foreman  the  current  year.  All  bills  for  current  expenses 
of  the  Highway  Department  were  paid  when  they  were  pre- 
sented, leaving  a balance  to  the  credit  of  the  department. 

The  Street  Department  have  given  more  than  usual  at- 
tention this  year,  in  keeping  the  streets  clean  and  tidy.  The 
expense  of  same  which  comes  out  of  the  Highway  appro- 
priation is  quite  large,  and  if  the  citizens  who  clean  up  their 
yards,  etc.,  of  grass,  leaves  and  rubbish,  would  only  refrain 
from  placing  it  in  the  streets  gutters,  which  they  have  no 
right  to  do,  it  would  not  only  save  expense,  but  it  would 
give  the  streets  a much  better  appearance.  We  should  all  do 
what  we  can  to  keep  up  the  general  character  of  our  Town  for 
cleanliness. 

How  to  save  the  streets  and  roads  is  a subject  that  is 
discussed  as  much  as  any  part  of  the  town  and  city’s  de- 
partment today,  not  only  what  can  we  do  to  make  them 
wear  longer  and  at  the  same  time  save  the  top  covering  and 
keep  it  from  being  blown  from  the  surface  of  the  streets 
and  roads,  after  being  ground  to  powder  by  the  increasing 
number  of  automobiles.  In  the  center  of  the  town  the  streets 
last  much  longer  than  the  outlying  streets  and  roads  of 
our  tovm,  owing  in  a great  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  roads 
are  used  by  so  many  who  are  travelling  from  one  town  to 
another,  always  in  a hurry  to  get  there.  The  last  season  has 
been  an  exceeding  hot  and  dry  season,  therefore  very  trying 
to  our  streets  and  roads.  Under  the  cimcumstances  to  save 
the  Highways  the  Selectmen  purchased  8,533  gallons  of 
Dustoline  road  oil,  a light  oil  for  the  streets  in  the  center  of 
town,  and  for  the  roads  and  streets  most  used  for  heavy  travel 
7,845  gallons  of  Standard  road  oil  was  used.  We  would  rec- 
ommend the  purchase  of  more  oil  the  coming  year  for  use 
on  our  Streets  that  are  macadamized,  as  it  served  as  a re- 
tainer of  the  covering. 
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For  the  payment  of  oil,  the  Town  voted  at  Special  Town 
]\Ieeting  held  July  31,  1914,  to  give  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Selectmen  authority  to  pay  for  same  by  transfering  from 
Sliellfish  account,  which  had  been  returned  to  the  Town  by 
the  State,  enough  to  pay  the  account  due  for  the  purchase 
of  oil,  the  cost  of  oil,  $1,065.65,  the  expense  of  applying  same 
to  streets  was  paid  from  the  Highway  account. 

The  Selectmen  having  their  attention  called  to  the  condition 
of  the  paving  on  Main  Street,  north  of  Bridge  Street,  decided 
to  relay  where  necessary  the  paving  to  the  cemetery,  the  work 
was  done  by  contract  at  an  expense  of  $350.00.  As  many 
bad  places  was  caused  by  the  gas  pipes  extending  across  the 
street,  the  N.  B.  & E.  L.  Co.  paid  $50.00  toward  the  expense 
contracted,  the  balance  was  paid  from  the  Highway  account. 

As  the  Town  voted  at  annual  Town  Meeting  to  refer  the 
matter  of  grading  and  macadamizing  Ball  Street  from  Main 
to  Adams  Street,  to  the  Selectmen,  and  as  there  was  not  any 
money  appropriated  for  same,  the  board  decided  to  do  what 
it  could  this  year,  with  that  idea,  the  street  department  has 
excavated  the  larger  part  of  the  street  to  grade,  and  would 
recommend  that  the  balance  of  street  be  finished  the  coming 
year.  The  expense  incurred,  amounting  to  $302.00,  was  paid 
from  the  Highway  account. 

As  voted  by  the  Town  at  the  annual  Town  meeting,  the 
Highway  Department  built  two  sand-catchers  on  Green 
street  between  Church  and  Farmfield  streets,  and  connected 
same  with  the  gravity  sewer.  It  was  paid  for  from  the  high- 
way account. 

As  there  has  been  much  trouble  at  the  corner  of  Center 
and  Rotch  streets,  caused  by  the  surface  water  centering 
at  that  point  the  filling  the  Shone  system  chambers  with 
water,  which  the  pumping  system  had  to  take  care  of,  the 
Highway  Department,  in  order  to  relieve  the  situation  and 
to  take  care  of  the  water,  have  built  a sand-catcher  of  large 
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capacity  and  connected  the  same  with  the  large  surface 
drain  located  on  Kotch  street.  It  was  paid  for  from  the 
Highway  account. 

To  take  care  of  gutter  water  on  Howland  road  which 
flowed  upon  the  adjoining  property,  the  street  department 
have  built  a good  size  sand-catcher  at  the  corner  of  Oak 
street  and  connected  same  with  the  gravity  sewer  in  How- 
land road.  It  Avas  paid  for  from  the  Higlnvay  account. 

The  main  Avork  done  by  the  street  department  has  been 
macadamizing  and  re-surfacing  the  streets  and  roads  of  the 
ToAvn, — Howland  road,  Green  street.  South  street.  North 
Adams  street.  East  Coggeshall  street,  Huttlestone  aAmnue, 
Rotch  street  and  AVashington  street.  Other  streets  Avere 
rej)aired  Avhere  most  needed. 

There  has  been  delivered  to  the  crusher  plant  about  6,000 
tons  of  stone  for  crusher  purposes  the  past  year.  The  Town 
has  on  hand  at  the  present  time  600  tons  of  crushed  stone 
and  stone  for  street  purposes. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  laAV  AAdiich 
})rohibits  placing  any  rubbish  or  material  in  the  highways 
of  the  ToAvn.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our  public 
buildings  and  churches,  liaAm  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  &c.,  then  raking  or 
sAvee]hng  the  same  into  the  streets,  this.laAV  applies.  Trust- 
ing this  notice  Avill  be  sufficient,  and  that  Ave  all  use  barrels 
ill  AAdiich  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future,  by  so  doing  it  will 
be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

We  Avoiild  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  Toavii 
do  all  they  can  to  separate  the  Avaste  paper  from  the  ashes. 
Perhaps  if  they  Avoiild  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate 
liarrel  or  box  to  place  the  paper  in,  it  Avoiild  help  the  matter; 
hut  Ave  are  fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate 
the  nuisance  Avhich  now  exists.

SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


Organization:  G.  Winston  Valentine,  Chairman;  Norman 

M.  Panll,  Clerk;  William  J.  Fitzsimmons,  Superintendent  of 
the  Power  House. 

Changes  at  the  Power  House  have  included:  The  addition 
of  a third  engineer  to  comply  with  the  eight-hour  law 
adopted  by  the  voters  March  2,  1914;  a thorough  cleaning 
and  repairing,  covering  the  boiler  with  insulating  material, 
installation  of  a pressure  gauge  to  furnish  a permanent 
record  of  the  air  pressure  at  all  times,  re-boring  the  cylinder 
of  the  oil  engine,  fitting  a new  piston,  also  repairs  to  the 
crank  shaft  and  y wheels,  repairs  and  replacements  in 
various  equipment  to  bring  the  plant  to  the  greatest  possible 
efficiency;  building  a well  for  the  supply  of  cooling  water 
for  the  oil  engine  (the  former  driven  well  having  been 
proved  inadequate),  thus  cutting  off  a large  expense  for 
Town  water;  and  requiring  a daily  account  from  each  engi- 
neer of  supplies  used,  operation  of  the  plant,  repairs,  etc., 
the  summary  of  these  reports  being  of  great  prospective 
value  in  any  recommendations  the  Commissioners  may  have 
to  make  as  to  changes  in  or  additions  to  equipment. 

Certain  portions  of  three  ejectors  not  overhauled  in  1913 
were  repaired  and  renewed  in  1914,  but  there  still  are  many 
portions  of  all  the  ejectors  which  should  be  renewed  during 
1915  if  the  system  is  to  be  kept  at  its  highest  efficiency.  A 
counter  has  been  placed  on  each  ejector  to  record  its  opera- 
tion. It  has  been  shown  that  from  August  1 to  December  31 
there  were  discharged  19,657,500  gallons,  or  about  81,500 
tons,  of  sewage,  and  the  watter  season  of  the  year  is  still 
to  be  recorded.  These  records  will  be  of  value  in  mainten- 
ance of  efficiency,  also  in  determining  the  more  advisable 
course  in  future  extensions. 
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The  increased  efficiency  of  the  power  plant  and  ejectors, 
and  the  value  of  the  i)ortable  power  pump  have  been  shown 
by  the  fact  that,  except  on  March  1,  and  then  in  only  a few 
eases  and  for  a short  time,  have  there  been  any  complaints 
made  to  the  Commissioners  of  flooded  cellars  due  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  system. 

In  accordance  with  the  votes  of  the  town  July  31,  there 
were  constructed  under  contract  with  Albert  B.  Cook  of^  New 
Bedford : 

379  feet  of  8 inch  sewer  in  Main  street,  north  of  Howland 
road,  including  one  manhole. 

154  feet  of’ 6 inch  connection  to  Oxford  schoolhouse,  includ- 
ing a clean-out. 

442  feet  of  8 inch  sewer  in  Sycamore  street,  south  of  Hov/- 
land  road,  including  one  manhole. 

402  feet  of  8 inch  sender  in  Adams  and  Spring  streets,  in- 
cluding two  manholes  and  one  lamphole. 

All  abutting  building  have  been  connected  and  the  assess- 
ments have  been  levied. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  board  there  w^ere  constructed : 

96  feet  of  5 inch  sewer  in  Bridge  street,  west  of  Middle 
street,  paid  for  by  Messrs.  Deane  and  Kerns. 

283  feet  of  8 inch  sewer  in  Bridge  street,  east  of  Almy  street, 
paid  for  by  Mr.  Greenwmod. 

125  feet  of  8 inch  sewer  in  contemplated  Almy  street, 
south  of  Bridge  street,  paid  for  Mr.  Terra. 

325  feet  of  8 inch  sewer  in  Pleasant  street,  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  various  abuttors. 

The  board  obtained  contract  prices  on  the  sewer  constructed 
by  Mr.  Greenw^ood  in  Bridge  street  and  the  lowest  would  have 
made  the  cost  about  $1,10  per  foot.  Employing  day  labor. 
]\Ir.  Greenwood  built  the  sewer  for  about  90  cents  per  foot 
or  adding  4 cents  per  foot  for  liability  insurance,  which  the 
contractor  was  obliged  to  carry,  there  is  still  a difference  of 
16  cents  per  foot.  This  wmuld  show  that  careful  management 
will  enable  these  short  sections  of  sewers  to  be  built  at  less 
expense  by  day  labor. 
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All  conuectious  to  sewers  have  been  made  and  repaired 
under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  the  streets  as 
per  vote  of  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting  March,  1913.  The 
commissioners  have  begun  a card  system  of  all  connections. 
We  hnd  that  there  is  a total  of  about  580  connections  on 
record,  11  having  been  made  in  1911,  but  we  know  that  there 
are  many  connections  not  on  record  at  all,  and  in  most  cases 
the  record  is  incomplete. 

The  board  have  secured  more  or  less  data  during  the  past 
year  on  a general  contour  plan  of  the  town,  also  they  have 
started  an  index  of  the  separate  plans  at  hand.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  said  that  a survey  and  general*  plan  of  the 
town  was  the  subject  of  an  article  at  the  special  meeting  in 
Jidy,  and  was  referred  to  the  coming  annual  meeting.  Wo 
would  urge  the  citizens  to  vole  for  this  article,  for  at  present 
there  is  no  general  plan  of  the  sewers,  and  in  some  cases  no 
plan  at  all.  Such  a plan  would  be  of  great  use  in  systematic 
Mushing,  in  jilanning  extensions,  and  would  also  be  of  value 
to  the  Selectmen,  as  a Board  of  Survey,  in  passing  upon  the 
lines  of  gradients  of  projected  streets. 

After  careful  consideration  of  expenditures  for  1915,  we 
feel  that  we  should  ask  for  $5,200.00 — $100.00  less  than  last 
year.

I hereby  submt  my  report  as  inspector  of  live  animals 
for  the  year. 

At  my  last  inspection  1 examined:  Cows,  869;  young 

cattle  under  six  months,  172;  hogs,  211. 

Fairhaven  live  stock  is  in  very  good  condition,  there 
having  been  found  but  six  cases  of  Generalized  Tuberculo- 
sis in  cattle  and  hogs. 

There  has  been  but  one  case  of  glanders. 

The  premises  where  the  above  mentoned  animals  were 
stabled  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected.  All 
precautions  have  been  taken  to  prohibit  the  spread  of  in- 
fectious diseases  peculiar  to  domesticated  animals.

The  Tree  Warden  herewith  respectfully  submits  his  an- 
nual report  for  the  jmar  of  1914. 

The  spraying*  of  the  trees  Avas  thorough  and  successful 
and  in  almost  every  case  one  application  was  all  that  Avas 
necessary.  The  trees  are  iioav  in  excellent  condition,  hut 
we  must  not  forget  that  the  Avork  must  he  kept  up  from 
year  to  year.  The  removal  of  dead  trees  has  been  continued 
from  year  to  year  that  the  streets  of  the  toA\m  Avill  maintain 
their  neat  appearance. 

The  planting  of  young  trees  to  take  the  places  of  the 
trees  removed  has  been  done  by  the  Improvement  Associa- 
tion, The  Improvement  Association,  this  year,  has  planted 
one  hundred  young  maple  trees,  also  staked  and  protected 
them.  Tavo  neAv  streets  haAm  been  planted  Avith  trees — 
North  Green  street  and  Elm  street,  also  many  have  been 
planted  to  take  the  places  of  those  removed. 

The  Tree  Warden  reports  the  trees  in  town  to  be  in  Amry 
good  condition,  but  Ave  must  not  forget  that  the  Avork  must 
be  continued  from  year  to  year,  that  the  beauty  of  our 
toAvn  may  be  maintained. 

The  Tree  Warden  thanks  the  citizens  and  the  Improve- 
ment Association  for  their  support  and  co-operation. 

The  Tree  Warden  respectfully  recommends  that  the  sum 
of  tAvelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  be  appropriated  to 
continue  the  Avork  of  preserving  the  good  condition  of  the 
trees.

Buildings. 

Tlie.most  notewortliy  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  com- 
pletion of  a four-room  addition  to  the  Oxford  scliooL  Two 
of  the  new  rooms  were  available  for  use  and  were  occupied 
for  the  first  time  on  November  10th.  The  addition  makes 
unnecessary  the  conveyance  of  pupils  to  the  Rogers  school, 
relieves  the  crowded  condition  of  several  rooms  at  that  build- 
ing, and  provides  school  accommodations  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  north  section  of  the  towm  for  several  years.  The 
building  as  it  stands  is  a substantial,  well-equipped  modern 
school  house  of  eight  rooms.  There  is,  also,  a recitation 
room  for  the  individual  instruction  of  exceptional  pupils  and 
a Principal’s  office.  The  basement  contains  wardrobes  where 
the  outer  wraps  of  the  children  may  be  kept  warm  and  dry, 
bubblers  for  drinking  water,  and  an  excellent  system  of  sani-  , 
taries.  A new  heating  plant  for  the  entire  building  was  in- 
stalled. While  equipping  the  new  part  with  blackboards  it 
was  found  practicable  at  a moderate  expense  to  place  slate 
boards,  also,  in  the  rooms  of  the  old  part.  These  add  much 
to  their  value  as  school  rooms.  In  view  of  the  new  law 
regarding  evening  schools,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  install 
electric  lights.  In  external  appearance  and  in  internal  ar- 
rangements the  building  reflects  credit  upon  the  community. 

An  unusually  large  amount  has  been  expended  for  repairs 
since  the  last  report.  The  walls  and  ceiling  of  eight  rooms 
at  the  Rogers  School  and  two  in  the  old  part  of  the  Oxford 
school  were  re-tinted  and  the  wood  work  was  re-varnished. 
A new  floor  was  laid  in  one  room  at  the  Rogers  School  and 
a small  office  for  the  Principal  was  fitted  up  on  the  lower 
hall.  The  badly  worn  plaster  boards  at  the  same  school  were 
re-placed  in  part  by  slate  boards.  Three  rooms  have  been 
equipped  with  adjustable  desks.  It  is  a pleasure  to  state 
that  every  room  in  town  now  has  these.  The  usual  minor 
repairs  have  been  made. 
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Teachers. 

At  present  38  teachers  are  employed  in  Fairliaven  schools. 
They  are  classified  as  follows:  High  School,  full-time,  10, 
High  School  nearly  full-time,  2,  Grades,  full  time,  23,  Super- 
visors, grade  and  high  school,  3.  Two  more  teachers  are  in 
service  this  year  than  last  due  to  the  opening  of  new  rooms 
at  the  Oxford  School.  Fifteen  vacancies  have  occurred  since 
the  last  report.  Three  of  these  were  caused  by  the  creation 
of  new  positions,  nine  by  resignation  to  accept  higher  salaries 
elsewhere,  and  three  by  resignations  for  other  reasons. 

An  additional  teacher  could  be  advantageously  employed 
at  present.  The  Oxford  first  grade  has  an  enrollment  of  60 
pupils.  As  at  the  Washington  Street  School,  the  single  session 
plan  prevails,  whereby  one  division  of  children  attends  in 
the  morning,  the  other  in  the  afternoon.  There  are,  however, 
in  the  Oxford  first  grade  nearly  twenty  pupils  from  seven 
to  eleven  years  of  age.  Such  pupils  should  have  a full  session 
of  school. 

In  last  year’s  report  the  employment  of  an  unassigned 
teacher,  who  should  do  substitute  work  when  needed  and  at 
other  times  do  individual  work  with  backward  pupils,  was 
recommended.  Such  a teacher  began  service  in  September. 
During  the  fall  she  was  employed  exclusively  at  the  Oxford 
School  where  the  conditions  absolutely  required  an  extra 
teacher.  Beginning  with  the  winter  term  it  is  expected  tliat 
she  will  be  able  to  do  individual  work  with  backward  pupils 
for  the  larger  portion  of  the  time.  In  this  connection  it  is 
interesting  to  know  that  Easton,  a town  of  nearly  the  same 
size  as  Fairliaven,  employs  five  such  teachers. 

The  present  corps  of  teachers  has  fewer  teachers  of  inex- 
perience than  any  during  the  tenure  of  the  present  superin- 
tendent. The  payment  of  higher  salaries  is  responsible  for 
this  desirable  condition.  The  continuance  of  the  usual  ap- 
propriation, with  the  income  from  the  various  funds  now 
available,  will,  after  your  buildings  have  been  placed  in 
repair,  enable  an  increasingly  high  standard  of  teaching  to 
be  maintained. 
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Evening  School. 

The  legislature  of  1914  enacted  the  following  law  relating 
to  evening  schools:  “Any  town  may,  and  every  city  or  town 
in  which  there  are  issued  during  the  year  from  September 
first  to  August  thirty-first  certificates  authorizing  the  em- 
ployment of  twenty  or  more  persons  who  do  not  possess  the 
educational  qualifications  enumerated  in  section  one  of 
Cliapter  forty-four  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended,  shall 
maintain  during  the  following  scliocl  year  an  evening  school 
or  schools  for  the  instruction  of  persons  over  fourteen  years 
of  age  in  orthography,  reading,  writing,  English  language 
and  grammar,  geography,  arithmetic,  industrial  drawing, 
history  of  the  United  States,  physiology  and  hygiene  and 
good  behavior.”  There  were  36  illiterate  certificates  issued 
between  September  1913  and  September  1,  1914,  making  it 
mandatory,  therefore,  to  organize  an  evening  school  in  Fair- 
haven. 

Playground. 

With  the  financial  assistance  of  the  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation and  a generous  contribution  from  Mr.  D.  W.  Deane, 
the  School  Committee  were  enabled  to  further  equip  the 
playground  and  to  employ  supervisors  for  a period  of  six 
weeks  during  July  and  August.  i\Ir.  F.  C.  Hill  acted  as 
director  and  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Edwin  Babbitt  and  Miss 
Ruth  E.  Fitzsimmons.  The  attendance  was  better  than  that 
of  the  first  year,  the  interest  greater,  and  the  kind  of  play 
engaged  in  much  more  fruitful  educationally.  I believe  the 
continuance  of  organized  and  supervised  play  during  the 
summer  is  highly  desirable  and  will  yield  still  more  valuable 
results  with  further  development. 

Medical  Inspection. 

The  importance  of  medical  inspection  or  health  work  in 
the  schools  is  generally  underestimated.  The  chief  reason  for 
this  is  that  in  most  communities  very  little  real  service  has

been  rendered,  owing  to  the  fact  that  not  enough  money  has 
been  expended  to  secure  it.  Space  is  lacking  for  a full  pre- 
sentation of  this  matter.  It  is  obvious  that  health  is  the  most 
valuable  asset  of  any  person  and  that  it  should  be  conserved 
by  the  use  of  every  effective  agency.  The  following  state- 
ments regarding  medical  inspection  in  the  schools  are  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration.  I.  The  school  physician 
should  make  an  examination  of  every  child  once  each  school 
year  as  the  law  requires.  II.  He  should  direct  the  exclusion 
of  children  suffering  from  contagious  diseases  and  of  children 
exposed  to  such.  III.  He  should  make  frequent  visits  to 
the  schools  to  keep  himself  informed  regarding  the  health 
conditions  there.  IV.  He  should  furnish  information 
whereby  parents  may  be  informed  of  physical  defects  of 
their  children  needing  attention  in  order  that  the  school 
work  may  be  done  in  tlie  best  possible  way.  V.  He  should 
examine  candidates  for  employment  certificates  as  required 
by  law.  VI.  He  should  report  to  the  Scliool  Committee 
sanitary  conditions  in  the  schools. 

To  do  these  things  requires  time  and  adequate  recompen.,.. 
The  present  school  physician  has  given  an  unusually  lar^,^ 
amount  of  attention  to  the  work,  far  more  than  his  remunera- 
tion warrants,  but  we  cannot  expect  to  secure  good  service 
permanently  without  larger  compensation. 

As  to  the  benefits  of  medical  inspection  I submit  the 
following:  I.  It  has  been  proven  that  where  thorough 

medical  inspection  prevails  there  is  a marked  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diptheria,  as  well 
as  of  less  dangerous  diseases.  II.  While  individual  exam- 
ination of  pupils,  with  no  'Hollow-up  system”  by  a nurse, 
has  not  accomplished  all  it  might,  nevertheless  many  physical 
defects  have  been  remedied  as  a consequence.  III.  Where 
there  is  co-operation  between  the  school  physician  and  the 
teachers,  school  work  is  modified  to  meet  the  physical  needs 
of  certain  children. 

There  should  be  a greater  degree  of  co-operation  by  .the 
community  in  the  effort  to  have  the  schools  clean  and  sani- 
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tary,  Tiihlic  seiitiiiieiit  should  support  the  most  rigid  en- 
forcement of  laws  and  regulations  having  this  in  view.  The 
parent  who  i)erniits  his  child  to  disregard  quarantine  is  not 
co-operaling  in  the  health  work  of  the  scliools,  neither  is  the 
parent  co-operating  when  he  evinces  a resentful  spirit  be- 
cause his  child  is  excluded  on  account  of  vermin  or  some  other 
non-dangerous  but  nevertheless  contagious  and  disagreeable 
disease. 


No-School  Signal. 

The  usual  arguments  against  the  use  of  the  no-school 
signal  are  as  follows : 

Frequent  use  of  the  no-school  signal  lessens  the  importance 
of  the  school  in  the  minds  of  children.  Other  business  goes 
on  despite  the  weather. 

Closing  of  the  schools  does  not  protect  all  children  from 
exposure.  Large  numbers  are  permitted,  notwithstanding,  to 
play  or  run  errands,  and  these,  as  a rule,  are  those  who  can 
come  to  school  least  protected  from  the  weather. 

Closing  of  the  schools  means  the  total  loss  of  use  of  an 
expensive  plant,  with  small  compensating  gains. 

It  is  difficult  to  forecast  the  weather  at  the  time  the  no- 
school signal  must  be  sounded. 

All  these  arguments  apply  in  Fairhaven,  the  last  one  with 
especial  emphasis  because  the  decision  must  be  made  here  at 
7.30  a.  m.,  before  the  barge,  which  transports  the  pupils 
from  Sconticut  Neck,  starts  on  its  route.  An  objection  to  the 
sounding  of  the  afternoon  signal,  peculiar  to  our  conditions, 
is  the  fact  that  more  than  one-hundred  children,  conveyed  to 
school  by  car  and  barge,  are  already  at  school.  It  is  useless 
and  therefore  unwise  to  send  these  children  home  in  a storey 
which  may  have  abated  before  the  end  of  the  session. 

fhe  no-school  signal  has  been  sounded  only  four  times 
in  two  years.  There  have  been  more  days  than  this  when 
some  children  needed  to  be  kept  at  home.  It  has  been  our 
custom  to  record  absences  only  when  half  or  less  than  half 
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of  the  school  was  present.  1 would  suggest  for  your  con- 
sideration the  abolition  of  the  no-school  signal  and  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  so-called  ‘‘New  Britain  plan”  which  is  as 
follows : 

Have  the  schools  open  every  day  but  give  the  superinten- 
dent authority  to  direct  the  teachers  not  to  record  attendance 
on  days  when,  in  his  judgment,  careful  parents  would  keep 
their  children  at  home.  This  arrangement  is  not  without 
disadvantages  but  it  ought  to  result  in  less  loss  and  dissatis- 
faction than  the  present  plan.  It  would  have  the  effect  of 
})lacing  the  responsibility  for  exposing  children  to  the  weather 
where  it  belongs,  upon  the  parent. 

Course  of  Study  and  Organization. 

New  outlines  in  Arithmetic  and  Geography  have  been 
placed  in  the  schools  since  the  last  report.  Something  has 
been  done  toward  the  preparation  of  a new  course  in  Reading. 
The  work  in  this  subject  needs  to  be  more  carefully  arranged. 

In  September  plans  were  initiated  ^ which,  when  fully 
operative,  will  result  in  a slight  modification  of  the  present 
organization.  The  changes  purpose  a reduction  of  the  ele- 
mentary course  of  study  from  nine  years  to  eight  for  children 
entering  at  six,  the  establishment  of  a sub-primary  standard 
of  work  for  children  entering  at  five,  and  the  provision  of 
two  courses  of  study  to  meet  the  needs  of  eighth  grade  pupils. 
The  end  sought  by  these  changes  is  a more  flexible  organiza- 
tion whereby  the  required  work  may  be  presented  so  as  to 
fit  better  the  capacities  and  needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  reduction  in  length  of  the  elementary  course  of  study 
is  in  line  with  the  tendency  in  IMassachusetts.  It  is  already 
an  accomplished  fact  in  practically  all  the  larger  communities. 
In  many  cases  it  has  been  done  without  increasing  the  en- 
trance age  to  six,  but  the  results  prove  there  is  no  real  gain 
in  this  because  children  reach  the  High  school  at  about  the 
same  age  as  previously,  owing  to  retardation  caused  by  im- 
maturity in  early  grades.  The  Committee  deemed  it  wise 
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to  continue  the  policy  of  housing  children  of  five  but  to 
establish  a different  standard  for  them. 

In  the  first  grade  the  same  standard  of  attainment  has 
been  set  heretofore  for  children  of  five  and  of  six.  Age  is  not 
an  infallible  index,  but  the  majority  of  children  of  five  are 
considerably  less  mature  than  children  cf  six,  and,  conse- 
quently, capable  of  less  progress.  The  effect  of  the  past 
arrangement  has  been  that  the  more  mature  children  did 
less  tlian  they  could  and  the  less  mature  more  than  they 
ought,  or,  through  failure  to  cover  a minimum  requirement, 
were  compelled  to  repeat  the  grade.  Under  the  new  plan, 
children  of  five,  except  those  of  unusual  maturity,  are  placed 
in  the  sub-primary  grade,  and  those  of  six,  unless  of  ex- 
ceptional immaturity,  are  placed  in  the  first  grade.  Where 
normal  progress  is  made  each  class  of  children  will  complete 
the  grades  at  the  same  age,  fourteen. 

The  reduction  in  the  length  of  the  elementary  course  of 
study  eliminates  tlie  ninth  grade  as  such,  hut  in  its  place 
will  he  an  eighth  grade  composed  of  pupils  planning  definitely 
a high  school  course.  Heretofore,  with  the  exception  of  Latin, 
which  has  been  elective,  the  course  of  study  has  been  uniform 
for  all.  It  is  proposed  that  the  eighth  grade  be  divided  into 
two  sections,  one  made  up  of  those  whose  formal  education 
will  end  with  the  grammar  school,  the  other  of  pupils 
planning  work  at  the  high  school.  In  the  former  division  the 
course  of  study  will  emphasize  especially  practical  training 
in  English,  Arithmetic,  Spelling  and  Penmanship.  Other 
subjects  will  be  American  History,  Commercial  Geography. 
Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Civics.  The  present  wmrk  in 
Music,  Drawing,  Domestic  Science,  and  IManuel  Training 
will  l)e  continued.  In  tlie  division  fitting  for  Htgu  scliool  tlm 
subjects  pursued  will  include,  in  addition  to  English,  Arith 
metic.  Spelling,  Penmanship,  and  American  History,  the  be 
ginning  of  a modern  language.  Algebra,  and  Elementary 
Science.  The  same  courses  as  at  present  in  Music,  Drawing, 
Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  will  be  followed. 
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The  pii!)lic  school  system  has  been  modified  greatly  in  re- 
cent years.  Not  all  the  changes  have  resulted  in  greater  effi- 
ciency, but  the  sentiment  of  no  wide-awake  community  would 
tolerate  a return  to  the  conditions  of  the  not-far-distant  past. 
In  the  more  radical  changes  that  seem  certain  in  the  future, 
the  school  will  occupy,  as  in  the  past,  a dual  position,  that  of 
cause  and  effect.  It  is  only  one  of  the  forces  working  upon 
the  conditions  of  the  time  and  it  cannot,  therefore,  be  en- 
gaged exclusively  in  building  a foundation  for  the  dreams  of 
educators  and  other  idealists  ; it  must  respond  to  the  social 
and  industrial  needs  of  the  generation  which  its  serves. 

High  School. 

The  High  school  has  had  a very  successful  year.  The  en- 
rollment numbers  191.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  largest  class 
in  its  history  graduated  in  June  there  was  an  increase  in 
memberslnp  in  the  fall.  The  spirit  of  the  student-body  has 
been  excellent  and  there  has  been  a gratifying  manifestation 
of  interest  by  the  public  in  the  activities  of  the  school.  In 
several  departments  notably  good  work  has  been  accomplish- 
ed. The  manual  training  exhibit  last  spring  showed  such 
articles  as  morris  chairs,  cedar  chests,  and  dining  tables,  as 
well  as  many  less  elaborate  pieces,  all  of  very  superior  work- 
manship. In  quality  and  cpiantity  the  exhi1)it  was  esteemed  the 
best  the  school  has  shown.  The  gymnasium  exhibit  was  pro- 
nounced by  those  who  have  attended  previous  ones  as  the 
best  yet  given.  In  this  department  also,  the  football  team  won 
credit  for  the  school  and  itself  by  defeating  the.  leading 
elevens  of  the  South-Eastern  Massachusetts  League,  thereby 
winning  the  foremost  position,  if  not  the  championship  title, 
among  the  schools  of  this  part  of  the  state.  The  thoughtful 
exulted  in  this  triumpli  not  merely  because  of  the  football 
skill  displayed,  but,  chiefly,  because  of  the  quality  of  the 
regular  physical  training  in  the  department  which  made 
possible  such  success  of  a relatively  small  school. 

Last  spring  the  Agricultural  Department  of  Amherst  Col- 
lege organized  Home  Economic  Clubs  among  the  high  school 
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girls  of  the  state.  The  purpose  was  to  stimulate  an  interest 
in  home  duties.  Prizes  were  offered.  Each  contestant  selected 
as  a major  either  bread-making  or  canning  and  preserving, 
and  was  required  to  perform  certain  other  work.  The  send- 
ing in  of  a weekly  report  to  the  authorities  at  Amherst  was 
one  of  the  conditions.  Twenty  girls  from  your  High  school 
enrolled  and  eight  stayed  in  the  contest  until  the  end  or  for 
a period  of  about  six  months.  In  this  state-wide  contest  a 
Fairhayen  High  pupil  won  several  prizes.  Several  other  prizes 
came  to  the  scliool  in  connection  with  the  contest. 

Through  the  generosity  and  interest  of  Mr.  Clifton  A. 
Hacker  of  this  town  substantial  cash  prizes  were  offered  last 
spring  for  excellence  in  declamation  and  in  English  composi- 
tion. The  immediate  results  of  this  as  well  as  the  stimulation 
of  interest  in  these  lines  of  work,  were  gratifying. 

In  June  the  experiment  of  holding  a regular  session  of 
the  school  between  the  hours  of  4.30  and  9.30  p.  m.  was 
tried.  The  purpose  was  to  furnish  an  opportunity  to  fathers, 
as  well  as  others  employed  during  the  day,  to  see  the  school 
at  its  regular  work.  An  effort  was  made  to  record  the  visitors 
but  they  came  so  fast  that  it  was  given  up.  It  is  estimated 
that  between  five  and  six  hundred  people  visited  the  school. 
Although  it  is  doubtful  if  the  classes  recited  in  quite  their 
usual  form  under  such  unusual  conditions,  nevertheless  it 
was  possible  for  the  visitor  to  secure  a fairly  clear  idea  of 
what  was  being  attempted  daily.  A number  of  townspeople 
present  stated  that  it  was  the  first  time  they  had  been  in  the 
building. 

The  people  of  Pairhaven  know  that  superior  educational 
opportunities  are  to  be  found  for  their  children  in  the  High 
school.  To  induce  more  Pairhaven  boys  and  girls  to  attend 
the  school,  to  secure  that  co-operation  between  parent  and 
school  which  shall  result  in  the  most  efficient  use  of  these 
opportunities  in  the  building  up  of  strong,  self-reliant,  re- 
sponsible men  and  women,  are  problems  ever  with  us. 
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School  and  Library. 

No  other  public  institution  is  so  closely  related  to  the  pub- 
lic school  as  the  free  public  library.  For  this  reason  there 
should  be  intelligent  co-operation  in  these  two  educational 
agencies  in  a common  i)urpose.  An  effort  is  being  made  to 
increase  still  further  the  effectiveness  of  co-operation  be- 
tween the  ]\rillicent  Library  and  Fairhaven  schools.  In  No- 
vem])er  the  librarian  gave  an  instructive  address^to  the 
teachers  on  the  subject  of  mutual  co-operation,  and,  as  one 
result  of  this,  a series  of  lessons  is  being  given  pupils  of  the 
upper  grades,  to  the  end  that  they  may  know  how  to  use 
the  library  more  profitably.  The  lessons  are  given  at  the 
library  by  the  librarian  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

The  Library  has  shown  its  interest  in  the  vocational  guid- 
ance work  undertaken  at  the  High  School  by  compiling  and 
printing  an  extensive  list  of  books  which  may  be  used  by  the 
school  in  connection  with  work  along  this  line,  and  by  fur- 
nishing, also,  a list  of  helpful  and  inspirational  biographies 
related  to  the  same  purpose. 

Finances. 

The  fiscal  year  just  closed  has  been  one  month  less  in  length 
than  usual,  which  fact  will  account  for  the  substantial  balance 
in  favor  of  the  School  Department.  Aided  by  this  balance  it 
will  be  possible  to  get  through  next  year  with  an  appropria- 
tion of  $19,000.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  desire  of  the  voters  to 
a])p]y  the  II.  II.  Rogers  Trust  Fund  in  a way  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  schools.  Without  this  fund,  however,  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  two  more  schools  than  formerly, 
with  another  in  prospect,  the  opening  of  an  evening  school 
next  year  as  required  by  law,  the  increased  expenditure  for 
books  and  supplies  as  number  of  pupils  increases,  and  the 
making  of  long-needed  repairs  upon  school  buildings,  would 
have  rendered  it  necessary  to  ask  the  town  this  year  for  more 
than  the  usual  $20,000  rather  than  less. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  will  be  found  appended. 
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Acknowledgment  of  the  spirit'  of  earnestness  and  co-opera- 
tion existing  among  the  teachers  is  hereby  made. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  courteous,  business- 
like treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  and  of  its 
thorough  co-operation  in  efforts  to  advance  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1914. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library: — 

I have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914,  the  twenty- 
second  year  of  its  service. 

Tlie  work  of  the  year  is  as  usual  best  presented  under  dif- 
ferent headings  to  accord  with  its  natural  divisions. 

Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

^liss  Thompson  reports  the  number  of  volumes  added  to 
the  library  during  the  year  as  1,094.  The  withdrawals 
numbered  889,  leaving  a net  gain  for  the  year  of  205  volumes 
and  making  the  total  number  of  books  in  the  library  21,361. 
The  only  class  for  which  more  than  the  usual  number  of 
books  was  purchased  was  industrial  arts.  Several  volumes 
of  the  International  text  books  were  added  and  to  meet 
a demand  a considerable  number  of  new  titles  on  business 
subjects. 

The  v/ithdrawals  were  chiefly  in  the  classes  of  fiction 
and  travel  and  consisted  mainly  of  duplicate  and  worn  out 
copies.  Two  small  lots  of  books  selected  from  the  best  of 
the  duplicates  rejected  were  sent  to  a small  neighborhood, 
library  in  Mane  in  a town  some  distance  from  a railroad. 
There  thej^  will  be  of  service  and  pleasure  to  many  people. 

Binding. 

Four  hundred  and  twelve  books  were  rebound,  beside  the 
binding  of  thirty-seven  volumes  of  periodicals. 
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Inventory. 

An  inventory  of  the  books  in  the  library  was  taken  in 
September  with  the  result  that  49  books  were  reported 
missing  since  the  inventory  two  yeai's  ago.  Since  then,  eight 
have  been  found.  The  loss  is  a very  small  proportional 
one  considering  the  number  of  books  and  the  size  of  the 
circulation.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  among  the  unac- 
counted for  are  several  volumes  of  the  new  music  pur- 
chased this  year. 


Registration. 

The  borrowers  registered  for  the  eleven  months  to  De- 
cember 1st  numbered  331,  making  the  total  registration 
June  1,  1910  to  Dec.  1,  1914,  3,208  names.  In  December  a 
new  registration  was  begun  and  during  the  month  an  even 
900  borrowers  were  registered,  about  one-sixth  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  town.  The  new  registration  is  planned  so  that 
each  borrower’s  card  will  automatically  expire  three  years 
from  the  date  he  registers  and  not  at  an  arbitrarily  set  date 
as  heretofore.  This  will  do  away  with  the  inconvenience  to 
new  borrowers  of  registering  over  agan  within  a short  time 
and  will  relieve  the  extra  work  and  the  waiting  at  the  desk, 
made  necessary  when  every  person  has  to  register. 

Circulation. 

Mrs.  Leighton  reports  the  circulation  for  the  year,  ex- 
clusive of  the  duplicate  collection,  school  libraries  and  jiam- 
phlet  material,  as  50,918,  an  increase  of  548  over  last  year 
and  the  largest  crculation  since  1894.  There  was  an  in- 
creased use  of  the  vacation  privilege  but  a decrease  in  the 
use  of  the  pay  duplicate  books. 

The  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  was  66.3,  one  per  cent, 
less  than  last  year.  That  the  circulation  in  the  different 
classes  responds  to  stimulus  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  the 
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classes  of  industrial  arts  and  music,  attention  to  which  was 
called  in  both  bulletin  and  newspaper. 

Catalogue. 

The  general  revision  of  the  subject  headings  in  the 
catalogue  was  completed  last  year.  This  year  new  guide 
cards  were  added  and  corrections  made.  It  would  still  be 
too  much  to  say  that  there  are  no  errors.  The  librarian 
wishes  that  any  difficulties  in  using  the  catalogue  may  be 
{)romptly  reported  so  that  errors  may  be  corrected  and 
changes  made.  Time  was  not  found  to  take  up  the  work 
suggested  in  last  year’s  report,  the  making  of  catalogue 
cards  for  the  individual  biographies  included  in  the  many 
collections  the  library  has.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  of 
tiiis  work  may  be  done  the  coming  year. 

Children’s  Room. 

The  circulation  from  the  children’s  room  was  13,485,  an 
increase  of  356  over  last  year  and  the  largest  circulation 
since  the  room  was  instituted.  During  the  fall  there  has 
lu^en  a falling  off  in  the  attendance  in  the  children’s  room. 
This  would  not  be  a cause  for  regret  if  it  were  thought  that 
the  children  were  spending  the  evenings  at  home.  It  is 
likely,  however,  that  outside  attractions  particularly  the 
lure  of  the  New  Bedford  movies”  are  responsible  in  no 
small  measure. 

IMiss  Perry  reports  no  special  feature  in  the  children’s 
work  this  year.  There  was  an  increased  use  of  the  vaca- 
tion privilege  by  the  children  living  at  a considerable  dis- 
tance from  the  library.  Though  no  regular  story  hour  is 
conducted.  Miss  Perry  has  often  read  aloud  to  groups  of 
the  smaller  children,  giving  pleasure  and  holding  the  in- 
terest of  many  in  this  way. 

Work  vdth  Schools. 

School  libraries  have  been  sent  as  usual  to  the  high  and 
Oxford  schools  with  a slight  increase  in  use  over  last  year. 
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In  the  fall  the  librarian  read  a paper  to  the  grade  teach- 
ears’  association  on  the  subject,  “Ilow  the  teacher  can  help 
the  Ibrary  and  how  the  library  can  help  the  teacher,”  which 
was  followed  by  a discussion.  Interest  was  aroused  in  the 
question  of  teaching  the  grade  pupils  some  knowledge  of 
library  methods  and  how  to  use  the  library  intelligently. 
An  experiment  which  has  worked  out  fairly  satisfactorily 
was  made  with  the  pupils  of  the  ninth  grade.  A series  of 
lessons  was  prepared  by  Miss  Perry  and  given  to  groups 
of  about  ten  pupils  each,  who  have  come  to  the  library  for 
a half  hour  to  an  hour  a week.  The  course  has  taken  about 
five  weeks.  The  pupils  have  done  their  work  quietly  and 
orderly  and  very  satisfactorily.  The  chief  fault  with  the 
plan  from  the  library  standpoint  has  been  the  lack  of  time 
to  put  sufficient  emphasis  on  each  lesson,  the  whole  course 
being  rather  too  crowded.  It  might  be  better  for  the  in- 
struction to  begin  wth  a lower  grade,  say  the  thrd,  and  a 
graded  course  be  used,  a smaller  amount  of  instruction  and 
more  required  work  being  given  each  year.  Under  this 
plan  it  would  be  possible  for  a pupil  entering  high  school 
or  leaving  school  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  grade  to  have  a 
better  foundation  for  an  intelligent  use  of  the  library  than 
can  be  gained  in  a short,  rather  hurried  course  picked  up 
wthout  previous  preparation  and  dropped  entirely  at  its 
conclusion.  This  is  not  intended  to  reflect  on  the  work 
done  by  the  ninth  grade  this  year.  It  was  satisfactory  in 
a large  measure  and  too  much  can  not  be  said  for  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  belief  in  the  value  of  the  work  on  the 
part  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  Miss  Williams, 
the  teacher.  We  are  glad  to  add  that  there  has  been  all  the 
year  a manifest  desire  on  the  part  of  all  the  teaching  force 
to  help  the  library  in  every  way  possible. 

For  the  high  school  the  usual  help  in  supplying  supple- 
mentary reading  and  debate  material  has  been  given.  A 
rather  extensive  list  of  books  and  references  for  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  vocational  guidance  was  prepared 
and  printed.  The  belief  in  the  practicability  and  desiral)il- 
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ity  of  some  vocational  and  moral  instruction  in  the  schools 
is  not  confined  to  educators  but  is  generally  held  by  stu- 
dents of  present  day  conditions  everywhere.  The  library 
should  help  in  such  work  to  the  extent  that  it  is  able. 

Bulletin  and  Publications. 

Beside  the  list  on  vocational  guidance  referred  to  under 
“Work  with  Schools,”  the  library  has  issued  two  special 
publications.  A pamphlet  called  “Mark  Twain  and  Fair- 
haven”  was  issued  early  in  the  spring.  The  purpose  was 
to  make  accessible  in  printed  form  the  speech  delivered  by 
i\Iark  Twain  at  the  dedication  of  the  Fairhaven  Town  Hall 
and  the  letter  he  wrote  to  the  trustees  of  the  Millicent 
Library  at  the  same  time,  the  original  manuscripts  of  which 
the  library  has  framed  and  on  its  walls.  The  booklet  con- 
tains a brief  account  of  the  relatoins  of  Mark  Twain  to 
Fairhaven,  due  to  his  friendship  with  Mr.  Rogers,  the  speech 
and  the  letter,  and  a description  of  the  library.  It  is  il- 
lustrated by  a hitherto  unpublished  photograph  of  Mark 
Twain  and  a cut  of  the  library  building.  One  thousand 
copies  were  printed  for  distribution  to  visitors  and  for  ex- 
change with  other  libraries. 

Believing  it  to  be  a proper  function  for  this  library  to 
collect  and  preserve  in  permanent  and  convenient  form  the 
record  and  the  speeches  connected  with  the  dedication  of 
the  ^Memorial  IMonument  to  Henry  Huttleston  Rogers,  the 
trustees  voted  that  this  be  carried  out.  The  result  was  an 
attractive  booklet  of  twenty  pages,  containing  a copy  of 
the  program,  the  addresses  in  full,  a brief  explanation  of 
the  purpose  of  the  memorial  and  excellent  cuts  of  the  whole 
shaft  and  of  the  tablet.  Copies  were  sent  to  every  sub- 
scriber to  the  Memorial  fund  and  to  the  family  of  IMr. 
Rogers.  Extra  copies  can  be  obtained  at  the  library. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  continued  as  a quarterly  publica- 
tion. Special  lists  were  printed  in  two  issues.  A list  of 
books  on  business  subjects  in  the  September  number  re- 
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suited  in  an  increased  use  of  the  books  included  and  re- 
quests for  other  books  on  similar  lines  were  received. 

In  the  Bulletin  for  June  a list  of  books  on  colonial  sub- 
jects was  printed.  This  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the 
Colonial  Club  of  Fairhaven  and  separates  of  this  list  were 
struck  off  for  distribution  at  the  library  and  the  Colonial 
Club  rooms.  Mention  should  be  made  here  of  the  paper 
read  by  Mrs.  Leighton  to  the  Colonial  Club  at  a meeting 
in  June  on  the  subject  “Colonial  days  and  ways  as  por- 
trayed in  books.”  This  paper  received  everywhere  the 
most  favorable  comment  and  to  the  interest  aroused  by  it 
was  due  in  no  small  measure  the  very  considerable  use  of 
the  “Colonial  Club  collection.” 

Oxford  Branch  Station. 

At  their  meeting  last  week  the  school  committee  voted 
to  grant  the  request  of  the  library  trustees  for  the  use  of 
a small  room  in  the  recently  completed  addition  to  the 
Oxford  school  building  for  a branch  deposit  station.  Owing 
to  the  ungraded  condition  of  the  grounds  and  other  neces- 
sary preparations  to  be  made,  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
open  the  branch  for  the  circulation  of  books  before  the  last 
of  the  winter  or  early  spring.  It  is,  therefore,  too  early 
to  announce  definite  plans  or  regulations.  Because  of  the 
small  size  of  the  room,  it  will,  however,  be  necessary  to 
limit  the  use  of  the  branch  to  the  circulating  of  books,  of 
which  it  will  be  possible  to  shelve  between  five  hundred  and 
one  thousand. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  north  end  of  the  town,  the  long 
distance  from  this  library  and  the  belief  that  the  people 
of  that  section  would  appreciate  the  opportunity  a library 
affords,  could  they  have  it  nearer  home,  have  led  the  library 
to  consider  how  the  problem  of  providing  a branch  service 
might  be  met.  The  completion  of  the  Oxford  school  build- 
ing with  a small  room  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  not 
otherwise  in  use  and  the  willingness  of  the  school  com- 
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mittee  to  give  the  library  free  use  of  it  have  made  possible 
the  establishment  of  such  an  opportunity  in  the  near  future. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. 

No  very  extensive  repairs  on  the  library  property  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  A new  rubber  mat  and  the 
cleaning  and  chipping  of  the  steps  have  added  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  entrance  to  the  building.  The  grass  plots 
between  sidewalk  and  street  have  been  resodded.  Within 
the  building,  the  large  leather  chairs  have  been  recovered 
and  new  light  shades  of  modern  design  purchased  to  re- 
place the  old-fashioned  and  unartistic  shades  that  had  been 
in  use  for  twenty  years. 


Personal. 

Some  of  the  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library^Club 
have  been  attended  by  members  of  the  staff.  The  librarian 
attended  the  Somerville  meeting  in  January  and  Mrs.  Leigh- 
ton brought  back  an  excellent  report  of  a very  pleasurable 
and  helpful  trip  to  the  two-days’  meeting  at  Stockbridge  in 
October. 

No  member  of  the  staff,  I believe,  has  lost  a working  day 
during  the  year.  Their  efficient  work  has  made  possible  all 
that  has  been  accomplished.  To  the  trustees  I express  once 
more  my  appreciation  for  continued  confidence  and  sup- 
port.
